They will be placed on the 
tent floors, which have no covering 
b..t will afford a solid and level foun¬ 
dation. tree ice water will he pro-j 
vuii u by the committee. 

Owing to the fact that a holiday al¬ 
ways firings crowds of picnickers to 
the canyon from out of town, A. N. 
t arter lias agreed to reserve that por- j 
lion of the camp near the pavilion for j 
the exclusive use of the Sierra Madre 
people. An admission charge is always 
required of visiting picnic parties so 
it will be necessary for Sierra Madre 
people to be provided with admission 
tickets which will fie supplied free b> 
the committee for identification pur¬ 
poses. The place for securing these 
tickets will be announced later. This 
feature should not be overlooked. 

More outdoor sports will be provided 
in tile canyon during the day. One of 
the features will he an "obstacle race.

It 
was Hit* opinion of the members that 
if this is done the portion of Park 
a -nue between Mariposa and Ramona 
should be widened from 30 feet to the 
standard of 50 feet, also that the “Park 
Manor' signs at the present termnl of 
Park avenue should be removed owing 
t.» the fact that manor people refrain 
from using the street under the Im- 
pr sslon that It Is private property.

Acting under ordinance No. 153 
passed recently by the city trustees, 
Street Sueprlntendent Udell is serving 
in tiees on property owners requiring 
the removal of all inflammanle weeds 
from their land. While the wording of 
ln<* ordinance makes it bear principally 
upon the matter of fire protection, 
which is extremely Important during 
the dry season, it is also designed to 
remedy the unsightly conditon of 
weed-covered vacant lots. 

The ordinance provides that If prop¬ 
erty owners fail to have the work done 
after being served with proper notice 
the property shall be cleaned by the 
city and the expense collected from 
the owners. In order that the working 
o' the ordinance may be clear its prin¬ 
cipal provisions are reprinted here- 
w ith: 

Sec. 1. All persons, firms or corpor¬ 
ations owning real property in the City 
of Sierra Madre are required to keep 
said property free from inflammable 
weeds. 

Sec. 2. Any inflammable weeds in 
the City of Sierra Madre are declared 
to be a nuisance. 

Sec. 3. It shall lie the duty of the 
S iperintendent of Streets to notify 
the occupants and owners of any 
iiinises in the City of Cierra Madre 
to eradicate and remove, within one 
week from the receipt of such notice, 
ai inflammable weeds from property 
they own or occupy in said city, and 
that upon failure to do so within one 
week the city will cause said weeds to 
be removed at the expense of the own¬ 
er. Such notice shall be in writ¬ 
ing, address to the owner, and 
shall be served personally upon the 
occupant and upon the owner; or if 
the owner is a non-resident of the 
City of Sierra Madre, by serving the 
occupant personally, and by mailing to 
the owner a like notice, by registered 
mail, at his last known address as 
shown by the assessment roll: or if no 
address appears thereon, it shall be 
addressed and mailed to him at the 
City of Sierra Madre; or i f there is 
no occupant, by posting the notice in a 
conspicuous place upon each lot or le¬ 
gal subdivision. 

See. 4. At the expiration of one 
week from the sending or serving of 
sold notice, if the weeds are not re- 
no ved from said property, the Super¬ 
intendent of Streets shall report the 
delinquency to the Board of Trus¬ 
ties. with an estimate of the probable 
cost of doing the work. The Board of 
Tr stees may then order the Superin¬ 
tendent of Streets to do said work at

; th expense of the owner of the prop- 
i city, and provide for temporary pay- 
| na-nt of the same with city funds: pro- 
i vided, that tbe Board may, in its dis- 
( cretion, extend the time within which 
tbe work shall be done. 

Sec. 5. At the completion of the 
i work the Superintendent of Streets 
j must prepare a statement of the pro¬ 
ceedings, reciting the existence of the 
nuisance, a description of the proper- 
j ty, the names of the owner and occu¬ 
pant, if known, the giving of the no- 
i tice, the hearing by the Board of Trus- 
! ties, the making of the order by the 
Board, the doing of the work and the 
cost thereof; which statement must be 
signed and verified by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Streets, and filed in his of¬ 
fice. The Superintendent of Streets 
shall then collect said amount from 
the owner of tile property by suit or 
otherwise, making said charge a lien 
upon the property by attachment or 
other levy. 

Sec. 6. Any person, firm of corpor- 
i alion failing to remove inflammable 
weeds from his or its property after 
I notice as provided herein, shall be 
! subject to a penalty of ten dollars, in 
I addition to ‘be cost of cleaning said 
j property, and the Superintendent of 
; Streets shall cause suit to be brought 
to collect the same: provided, the col¬ 
lection of said penalty shall not be a 
bar to criminal prosecution for the 
same offense. 

See. T. Failure to keep property free 
j from weeds as provided in section one 
of this ordinance shall be a violation 
! nereof, and is hereby declared to be a 
j misdemeanor: and for every lot from 
whit h inflammable weeds are not 
j eradicated and removed after notice as 
! provided in section three eherof, there 
shall be counted a separate violation 
i of this ordinance, and that or any oth¬ 
er violation hereof shall constitute a 
misdemeanor: and any person violat¬ 
ing the same or any part thereof, shall, 
upon conviction, la* deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or 
by imprisonment for a per! >d not ex- 
cteding fifty days, or by With such 
fine and Imprisonment.

Agricultural Demonstration Train Cov¬ 
ered Entire State 

Mon* than 102,000 California farm- 1 
ers attended the lectures of the Uni¬ 
versity of California professors and | 
visited the Southern Puclfic agricul- • 
turul demonstration train during the; 
1911-1912 season, just ended. The 
precise number of Auditors nt these 
lectures was 102.624, according to a ; 
careful census taken at each stop of 
the train. Tills Is an Increase of 24.- 
400 . or 31 per cent over the attendance 
of last tear. 

Close to 5,000 miles were covered by | 
the train during the 1911-1912 season; 
more than twice the distance covered 
In 190S. There was noted an increase 
In attendance at practically every 
place visited. In only a few instances 
did the attendance show a decrease, 
and in all such cases It was caused 
b> Inclement weather. 

This wus the fourth year of the ag¬ 
ricultural and horticultural demonstra¬ 
tion train and greater attention was 
given to actual instruction work. The 
onrs were arranged so that persons 
Interested In nny one of the many 
subjects exhibited could visit that car 
In particular, listen to the lecture of 
the specialist In charge of the car. 
and ask as many questions about the 
subject as they saw fit. Discussion 
was Invited and through such illsputa-! 
tion many Important and Interesting 
facts were made clear to all produc¬ 
ers. The train covered the entire 
state over the Southern Pacific lines,! 
and was then taken over the North- ; 
western Pacific. Every one Interested 
In horticulture, viticulture, agricul¬ 
ture, stock-raising, nr In any industry 
that has to ilo with the soli, who j 
listened to the lectures, has pronounced j 
them of great benefit to the entire i 
I state.

forcing the growth of onions. 

Seeds of beets, parsnips and carrots 
germinate slowly. Often weeds come 
up thickly before the plants appear, 
but the gardener is afraid to cultivate. 
A few radisli seeds sown with the oth¬ 
ers will obviate this difficulty by mark¬ 
ing the rows within a few days. 

Some gardeners greatly Improve 
their lettuce. Swiss chard and spinach 
by growing them under a canopy of 
cheesecloth held about the feet above 
tlie ground by stakes or a light frame. 

An excellent way to economize labor 
In watering plants Is to sink a tomato 
can into the ground at the base of 
each plant, having first punched the 
bottom full of holes. The water pour- i 
ed into the can will reach the roots 
directly and not be wasted. Weak 
manure water may be given this way 
to excellent advantage If the plants 
need feeding. 

Generally speaking, the depth to 
plant should be four times the diam¬ 
eter of the seeds.
